The two-unit class, meeting 
daily at 12:30 will view nine 
films during the six week ses- 
sion: On the Waterfront, Red 
Badge of Courage, The Ox-Bow 
Incident, Othello, Roshomon, 
Brief Encounter, Of Mice and 
Men, Cyrano de Bergerac, and 
Death of a Salesman. 

Six filme will be shown in 
the evening sessions which will 
meet at 7:00 p.m. on Thursdays 
for one unit credit. Evening stu- 
dents will see On the Waterfront, 
Red Badge of Courage, The Ox- 
Bow Incident, Othello, Roshomon, 
and Brief Encounter.

Philosophy Scholar 
Teaching Three Courses 


Professor Paul Holmer of the 
University of Minnesota philoso- 
phy department will teach three 
courses at Sacramento State Col- 
lege this summer, Dean H. J. Mc- 
Cormick, head of the summer 
session program announced re- 
cently. 

Dr. Holmer is widely recog- 
nized as an outstanding Kierke- 
gaardian scholar. He edited Kier- 
kegaard's “Religious Discourses” 
and contributed chapters to 
“Christian Ethics,” and “Tragedy 
and Christian Life.” His Book 
“Learning and Faith” is also 
highly regarded in philosophical 
circles. 

Holmer took his doctorate at 
Yale in 1946. In 1953 he went to 
Denmark on a Fullbright grant 
to study the philosophy of Kier- 
kegaard at the University of Co- 
penhagen. 

The three courses Holmer will 
teach at SSC are: “Kierkegaard 
and Existentialism,” Philosophy 
195; “Philosophy of Religions,” 
Philosophy 131; and “History of 
Religions,” Philosophy 130. 


Math Trends 
To Be Analyzed 


Recent trends in mathematics 
teaching will be analyzed by a 
group of secondary school teach- 
ers under the direction of Dr. 
Stewart Moredock at Sacramento 
State College this summer. More- 
dock is professor of mathematics 
and physical science at SSC. 

Materials developed at the 
famous seven-year “Illinois Pro- 
ject” will be critically examined 
and worked with. Moredock 
worked on the project which was 
directed by Dr. Max Beberman 
and supported by Carnegie Cor- 
poration grant of $227,000. Ac- 
companying this study by a re- 
cent developments will be back- 
ground work in logic, abstrct 
algebra, and modern geometry. 

A demonstration class of eight 
graders will be provided so that 
teachers may observe the class- 
room use of the materials.

sion. Dr..H. J. McCormick, dean of the summer session, an- 
nounced that night students will register from 6:30 to 7:30 


through Thursday. 

A branch summer session 
will be conducted in Marys- 
ville to July 31, on the cam- 
pus of Yuba College. 

Registration there will take 
place in the Yuba College library. 
Signing up for the session at Ta- 
hoe will be for two week periods 
on July 6, 20, and August 3, at 
the new South Tahoe Elementary 
School. 

McCormick pointed out that 
125 regular and visiting faculty, 
together with specialists in a 
number of fields will provide in- 
struction in better than 300 
course sections. Courses are be- 
ing offered in anthropology, art, 
business administration, business 
education, economics, education, 
English, foreign languages, geo- 
graphy, government, health edu- 
cation, history, home economics, 
humanities, industrial arts, jour- 
nalism, law enforcement, life 
science, natural science, mathe- 
matics, music, philosophy, physi- 
cal education, physical science, 
psychology, recreation, saf 
education, social science, social 
wok, sociology, speech and sta- 
tistics. 

McCormick said that degree re- 
quirements in many fieids, teach- 
ing and school service credentiais, 
and elective courses in liberal 
arts, as well as advanced work 
toward the master’s degree will 
be offered. Since Sacramento 
State College is accredited by the 
Western College Association in 
general and by the State Depart- 
ment of Education for teacher 
education, work taken during the 
summer session is transferable 
to other accredited colleges and 
universities.

Have you ever wondered just 
what it takes to be a radio or 
television announcer these days? 
Or a newscaster? Or a director? 

SSC offers a course in radio 
and television techniques which 
provides the answers to these 
questions in addition to the prés- 
entation of other fundamental in- 
formation pertinent to this field. 
The course, Radio and Television 
Speech, (Speech 18), may be 
taken for two units of credit dur- 
ing the fal] semester. 

Speech 18 gives the student 
practical experience in both writ- 
ing and delivery of radio and 
television copy. He is shown how 
to prepare advertising commer- 
cials and given pointers on the 
most effective manner in which 
to read these over the air. He 
also takes part in unrehearsed 
on the air discussions, and is ex- 
posed to well prepared copy too, 
such as dramatic lead-in an- 
nouncemen's. 


The student learns the tech- 
nique of handling audio equip- 
ment, and works under condi- 
tions similar to those found in 
modern radio studios. He is in- 
troduced to terms such as “split 
focus,” “musical bridge,” and 
“blasting.” 

Speech 18 may be counted for 
credit toward a journalism or 
language arts major as weil as 
toward the general speech pro- 
gram, and will be given during 
the fall semester. 

To give the prospective radio 
and television speech student an 
introduction to some of the term- 
inology he may encounter, here 
is a glossary of terms: 

Angie Shot: a small amount of 
whisky consumed from a rec- 
tangular glass.
